An Attack Upon Coal

KNoxvILLE (Tenn.,). Aug, 18.—The 


miners made three attacks on the sol- 


diers at Coal Creek, each time being 
repulsed, the third time with heavy loss, 
many being killed. The wires have been 


cut and nothing can be ‘heard. ‘The 


repulse is said to have been very bloody. 
Five hundred militia and citizens are 
hurrying forward to reinforce Col. An- 


|derson. The people here are terribly 


excited. Business is suspended. 


THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 


A Bloody Struggie—Wild Excitement at 
Kaooxville, 


. Knoxvitxe (Tenn.,) Aug. 18.—[By:the 


Associated Press.] This afternoon the 


courthouse bell rang the riot call, and 
since then the city has been one palpi- 


tating nerve. Excitement is intense’ 


and beyond description, At 2 o’clock 
the wires were cut at Coal Creek and 
newspaper men knew that the last step 
was about to betaken. Shortly there- 
atter the Journal received @ bulletin 
saying that an attack had been made 


upon Camp Anderson. From news obtain- 
able the attack must have been a feeler 


as no causalties were reported. In a 
short time another attack was made 
and then a third; in the last Gatling 
guns were brought to bear upon the 
miners with deadly effect. Many were 
killed and wounded. 

ANDERSON, TAKEN PRISONER. 


"At 6 this evening the alarming news. 


was brought in that Gen. Anderson had 


been captured and was being held a 
prisoner with a guard to prevent the 


hot-headed faction from hanging him. 


The details of the reported capture are 
not yet known, but it is said that it has 
to some extent disheartened the militia. 
They, however, are fighting’ with des- 
peration, asthey know that capture 
will be followed by the death of all at 
the hands of the infuriated mob. 

Reinf ‘ents are hurrying for- 
ward, bui they are few in number, 
though brave fighters. At 8 p.m. Gen. 
Carnes and the West Tennessee troops 
had not yet arrived, and it is feared the 
little band that left Knoxville this aft- 
ternoon will be butchered before help 
can reach it. This afternoon a_ posse 
was summoned by Sheriff Holloway and 
armed with Winchester rifles. It num- 
bered eighty-five men, among them 
some.of the most prominent business 
and professional men of the city. It is 
commanded by Maj. D. A. Carpenter. 

A BRAVE OFFICER. 

The posse was joined by militia under 
command of Col. Woolford, numbering, 
probably, 100 men. The party im- 
mediately left for the scene of the 
trouble. At Clinton they were met by 
a number of citizens of Knoxville, Clin- 
ton and Coal Creek, who urged the ab- 
solute madness of going forward with- 
out reinforcements. A thousand armed 
miners, they said, were drawn up ready 
to fire upon them as they alighted from 
the train, and there was dynamite 
everywhere. Maj. Carpenter - heard

The opinion is 
growing that.awful loss of life of good 
citizens ifmocent men can only be 
averted by prompt action of the Gov- 
ernor in calling on the President to send 
Federal troops to the scene of action. 

A BATCH OF RUMORS. 

Aug. 18.—At this hour, 
11 p.m., the wires are still down and 
real news is mot obtainable. It is 
known that Maj. Carpenter’s Knoxville 
men reached Offutt’s, fiye miles from 
Coal Creek, in safety. “It is possible

Anderson, after a slight skirmish with 
the surprised miners. A courier came 
into Clinton at 11 with news 
that the firlug was kept up all the aft- 
ernoon; thatthe Gatling gun was out 
of condition and four soldiers were 
killed.

ANDERSON’S CAPTURE. 
A Flag of Truée Disregarded—The Mob 
to Lynch Him. 

(Fenn. Adg. 18.—| By 
the Associated Press.] A special to the 
Times from the scene of war, filed at 10 
p-m.,says that a reporter who was under 
arrest by the miners since night before 
last and has just escaped, states that 
fighting began at 8 o'clock and 
continued without cessation until 
6 o'clock. During the fight two 
or three of the leading miners were 
captured by Gen. Anderson’s troops. A 
truce was had and the miners told An- 
derson that it he would surrender their 
leaders they would allow him to return 
to the fort. He took the men and went 
down among the mob. When out of 
range of the guns he was captured and 
was not allowed to return. 

The leader of the mobis the noto- 
rious Budd | Lindsay, brother of United 
States Attorney for .the district 
who, has murdered eight or ten 
men .in his time. Lindsay put a 
pistol to Anderson’s head and told him 
he must order his men to surrender or 
he would shoot. Gen. Anderson an- 
swered by a defiant wave of the hand 

and a firm ‘“‘Shoot and be damned!” ad- 
ding that he would never tell his men 
to surrender. Anderson was thentaken 
to the hotel asa prisoner. Tonight it 
is reported the miners atend to lynch 
him. 

One thousand citizens ion soldiers are 
now oni the way as reinforcements. 
They have plenty of ammunition, two 
Gatling guns and two cannon. They 
are under command of Gen. Carnes 
of Memphis, and he declares that 
they will go to Coal Creek to- 
night or wade throngh blood. 
Nothing has been heard of the train 
load of forces that left Knoxville at 
4:30p.m. since it passed Clinton. It 
is hoped they will reach Coal Creek in 
time to rescue Gen. Anderson. If he is 
shot every miner found will be

ALL GOING OUT 


‘The Strike at-Buffalo Still 
Npreading. 


Nickel Plate Switechmen Now Join 
the Army of Idle Men, 


Firemen, Engineers and Conductors 
May Follow Next, 


More State Troops Summoned to Baffalo— 
Eight Thousand Militiamen are Ex- 
pected to Be on Guard by 
Noon Today. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. | 

.Burrato (N. Y.,) Aug. 18.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The sixth day of 
the switchmen’s strike closes with in- 
creasing complications. The leaders 
witnessed the massing of troops with a 
growing determination to meet every 
move of the opponents with a counter 
stroke. Fully 8000 troops will be here 
by tomorrow guarding 8000 strikers. 
Railway officials rely upon the presence 
of the soldiers to permitthem to raise 
the freight blockade with non-union 
men already engaged. As a counter 
stroke it is considered probable that the 
firemen and trainmen on all lines where 
strikes now prevail will be called out. 
The latest addition to the striking 
switchmen is ninety menin the Nickel 
Plate yards, who struck because. they 
were asked to handle boycotted freight. 
Thus the switchmen upon the entire 
Vanderbilt system in this vicinity are 
out. 

The strike leaders claim tonight that 
the Vanderbilt system at this point is 
blockaded and inactive. 
also, that the Erie, Lehigh Valley and 
Buffalo Creek roads are likewise para- 
lyzed. They do not feel that it will be 
necessary to call out men in the allied 
trades, though a reserve move may pos- 
siblv be the calling out of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburgh and Western 


New York and Pennsylvania switch- 
men. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, which has already conceded 
the demands of the men, went even 
further today and formally notified them 
that they would not be asked to handle 
boycotted freight. 

WILL EXTEND THE STRIKE. 

There is no donbt that before yield- 
ing the fight the leaders will extend the 
strike west, even to Chicago and east- 
ward to New York, ultimately calling 
out, perhaps not only switchmen. but 
firemen and trainmen. The strikers 


expect developments in the next three’ 


days. The strikers claim full sympathy 
on the partof the firemen, who, they 
state, will quit their enginés whenever 
the order reaches them. It is stated 
the trainmen are ready to join the 
switchmen whenever ordered, but the 


‘Sremen will probably be the first caled- 


out. 

As to the condition of the tied-up 
roads, the officials make statements 
strongly contradicting the claims of 
The New York Central is 
moving freight, notin a desultory way, 
but in trains. Tonight it is claimed by 
Central officials that their treight traf- 
fic in and out of the East Buffalo yards 
is progressing without interruption. 
The Central will tomorrow resume work 
at the Black Rock and Erie street 
yards. Their estimate is that by Mon- 
day the freight business will be moving 
normally. 

GRIM PREPARATIONS. 

Preparations of a suggestive charac- 
ter were made today at the Filch hos- 
pital. Over twenty cots, with bedding, 
have been arranged, together with sev- 
eral field stretchers. Several surgeons 
signified their intention of assisting the 
staff should the necessity arrive. The 
troops are complaining greatly overthe 
way they aretreated both as to food 
and accommodations. Inspector-Gen- 
eral McGrath and Gen. Roselle arrived 
this afternoon and they will look after 
the matter and see that the men have 
proper attention.

' Some effort was made today to move 
trains at the Babcock street crossing of 
the Erie road, but the non-union men 
refused to work and decamped. One 
train was finally made up and sent out, 
but it could not get through the block- 
ade.

The State Board of Arbitation and 
the attorneys.of the roads involved had 
a conference to arrange for submitting 
the diffinulties to arbitration. The 
Philadelphia and Reading refused to 
arbitrate, however.

AT LICK OBSERVATORY. ! 
Studying a New Star—Mapping the Canals 
of Mars. 


_ San Francisco, Aug. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Prof. Edward S&S. 
Holden telegraphs the Associated Press 
from the Lick Observatory that the new 
star which appeared in the constella- 
tion of Auriga last February and which 
faded so as to appear very faint through 
the big telescope, was observed again 
last night by Prof. Schaeberle Camp- 
bell and himself. The star has increased 
in brightness in a surprising manner, 
being now of ten and one-half magni- 
tude. ‘‘The observations of the spec- 
trum during last spring,’’ he says, ‘‘left 
many questions unsettled. The present 
observations will throw much light 
upon these, and will enable us to trace. 
something like a complete history of 
the remarkable changes to which it has 
been subjected.’’ The professor also 
sends the following:

THE HOMESTEAD AFFAIR. 


Farmers, Strikers and Anarchistse—The Law 
Must be Supreme. 
[Farm and Home.] 
The American farmer will never sub- 
mit to the dictation of a labor union. 


employ any man who wishes to work 
for him on terms that are mutually 
satisfactory. The farm hand oshould 
recognize only his right to work for 
whom he pleases at such wages as he 
chooses to accept. Suppose farm help 
should organize a union and say: ‘‘Mr. 
Farmer, you can’t get your work done 
except by our union men at any price, 
for we won’t let any non-union man 
work for you.’’ This is precisely what 
has come about in the iron trade, and 
to some extent in other industries. 
Such tyranny of the labor union is as 
wicked, as unconstitutional and as cruel 
as the tyranny of capital inits worst 
form. Labor has the same right to 
combine and organize for self-protec- 
tion that capital has, but neither has 
the right to transgress the law. That 
is just exactly where we draw the line 
in the Pensylvania labor war, whatever 
may.be the merits of the case at Home- 
stead or the errors and excesses of 
either side. Non-union men have the 
same right to a living as is enjoyed by 
those who belong to the union; the em- 
ployer has the right to hire whoever 
wishes to work for him. It is a good 
time to make this simple truth em- 
phatic now that so much rot has been 
indulged in over the affair at the Car- 
negie steel works. This freedom of 
employer and employed is one of the 
corner stones of our constitutional lib- 
erty. When either party interferes 
with such freedom the logical result is 


anarchy, unless society steps in and pro- 
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The famer recognizes only the right to 


tects the legitimate interests of all at 
the point of the bayonet. 

Our American farmers have no sym- 
patby withanarchy. When Jerry Simp- 
son denounced Andrew Carnegie as a 
‘devil in human form who ought to be 
strung up by a mob, of which he ex- 
pressed a desire to be a leader, the Kan- 
sas Congressman took a tion that 
was a libelon the Alliance and on the 
farmers of the United States. If men 
are to be killed who build up great in- 
dustries, affording employment to 
thousands at wages ranging from 1.40 
to $15 a day (over 2000 men at Home- 
stead averaged more than $8 a day,) or 
if farmers are to be killed who achieve 
conspicuous success, let us all know it, 
so that none of us may be candidates for 
the executioner. The plain truth is, 
these Homestead and Idaho strikers, 
with wages of $2.50 to $3.50 a day, 
were making more money than most of 
the farmers in this country, and were 
in a position to save a great deal more 
money. Yet farmers are not demand- 
ing that the wealth of either of these 
employers or employés to taken from 
thempand distributed among the poor 
farmefs. The sensational newspapers 
and agitators who have been preaching 
such anarchy in various forms have done 
so to make afew paltry dollars for 
themselves. They are énemies, not 
friends, of labor, parasites who thrive 
by sucking labor’s life blood. Let it be 
understood that the farmers have no 
sympathy with these enemies of society. 
The owners of American farms and 
homes have genuine sympathy for the 
working masses, of which they consti- 
tute so large a part, but will tolerate no 
encroacament upon law and order from 
labor any more than from capital. The 
true workingman and the average capi- 
talist stand squarely with the farmer on 
this platform. 


WEATHER FORECASTS. 


A Furious and Dangerous Storm Coming 
in September.

St. Josern (Mo.,) Aug. 19.—My last 
bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
Wave tocross the continent from the 
27th to 31st.

A short article in the Protection and 


Reciprocity broadside which we issued 


the other day, headed ‘‘Nullification in 
1892,” will bear recalling, since it 
throws a flood of light upon the origin 


and history of the rabid free trade doc- 


trines advanced by a certain wing of 


keeping, it in abject servitude. 


the Democratic party and now incor- 
porated into the platform and consti- 
tuted the policy of the entire party. 
The free trade propaganda in the 
pry e States is essentially the child of 


the South. 


It was born there in the 
days of slavery and was nurtured bya 
class of people whose whole interests 
were involved in degrading labor and 


They 


despised the ‘‘mudsills’’ of the North, 
and looked with alarm upon the growth 
of an army of free, intelligent laborers 
and the building up of prosperous man- 


ufacturing concerns. 
selves, 


As for them- 


they raised cotton as_ their 


principal crop, shipped it to England 
and brought back the ‘manufactured 
product therefrom. They would have 
been content to draw their other man- 
ufactured supplies, such as implements, 
wagons, machinery, household furnish- 
ings, boots and shoes, etc., from the 


same source. 


The policy of protection 
had been devised for the building up of 
these manufacturing enterprises in the 
United States. The Northern States 
took advantage of it exclusively, thereby 
increasing their financial strength and 
still further recruiting their force of 
free, intelligent, well-paid labor. 
Southern people of aristocratic train- 


The 


ing and instincts hated this policy with 


a consuming hatred. They despised it 
as a policy beneath them. They feared 
it because they saw that it was pro- 
moting the interests of the North and 
stimulating a development which would 
‘eventually eclipse that of the slave 
States. 


A protective tariff, similar in its ob- 


jects to the McKinley law, was adopted 
by Congress in 1828. The ultra south- 


ern element was violently opposed to it, 


and, asin the present case, the fight 
was carried on against it ‘‘in detail.’ 
In 18382 South Carolina called a_ con- 
vention which was designed to give the 
protective tariff of 1828 its death blow.. 
That was the Nullification movement, 
which has passed into history. 


It was 


the inception of the secession idea, 
which, though temporarily suppressed,

1832. 


Whereas, eee of the United 


smouldered like the fires of hatred and 
finally burst forth into the flames of 
war about twenty-eight. years 
Here is the gist of the ordinance 
of Nullification as adopted by the South 
Convention November

- are unauthorized by 


the Constitution of the United States, 
and violate the true meaning and intent 
thereof, and are null, void, and no law. 


Andrew Jackson, who was then Pres- 


ident of the United States, was a South- 
ern man, but he was greater than all 
the nullifiers of the South put together; 
he was a patriot, and he did not believe 
in allowing the Union to be defied or 
torn to pieces in any such way. So he 
swore his mighty oath, ‘‘by the eternal,”’ 
that if South Carolina did not peacea- 
bly submit to the laws of the country he 
would himself head an army that would 
reduce her to submission. She sub- 
mitted. 


But the tariff was ‘‘tinkered’’ by the 


next Congress, dominated by Demo- 
crats, for the purpose of placating the 
angry and rebellioussister. * 


Twenty-eight years later, as stated, 


the war of the Rebellion broke forth. 
It was the old Nullification idea brought 
to the front again, and, as attestation 
of this fact, there was a clause in the 
constitution of the Southern Confeder- 
acy forbidding the levying of a protec- 

tive tariff. The Southern Confederacy | 
would have been a free trade govern- 
ment had it succeeded in establishing | 
itself. 


Well, the Southern Confederacy, with 


its system of slavery, its doctrine of 
States rights, its nullification heresy 
and its free trade, went to the wall. 
But, about twenty-eight vears after its 
downfall, behold Nullification sticking 
up its ugly head again in a Democratic 
convention, and reaftirmed and rein- 


dorsed in the following plank of the 


Democratic platform of 1892: 


We denounce Republican protection 


as a fraud, a robbery of the great ma- 


jority of the American people for the 


benefit of the few. 


We declare it to 


be.a fundamental principle of the Dem- 
ocratic party that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to

Preserving Fruit With Poison, 
In order that fruit-growers and pack- 
ers in this section of the State may not 
be led into error by it, we call attention 
to a communication on ‘The California: 
Cold Process’? which was published yes- 
terday over the signature of the ‘Ohio 
Fruit Company.” The writer states 
that. the cold process alluded to 
is mot a: secret or a patented 
method of preserving. fruit, but 
that anybody who chooses can em- 
ploy it. All that is necessary is to ob- 
tain from a druggist the extract. of 
salyx and, with a solution made from it, 
‘one can put up a bushel of berries in 
ten minutes,’’ other .fruits in propor- 
tion. The writer enlarges to some ex- 
tent on the excellent preservation se- 
cured thereby. 

Some time ago Prof. Hilgara;. of the 
State University, analyzed a sample of 
fruit put up by this process, finding 
strong traces of salicylic acid, and he 
published a bulletin denouncing it in no 
measured terms. Salicylic acid is a 
well recognized antiseptic and preserva- 
tive agent, but it is also a rank poison. 
Taken in such homoopathic dosés. as 
would accompany fruit put up in it, the 
poison would not be apt to kill a person, 
but it might work a good deal of mis- 
chief. Prof. Hilgard explained that, 
while it would have very little effect on 


some people, with others it would abso-\ 


lutely paralyze all of the digestive. 
functions. ‘Extract of salyx’’ he says 
is simply salicylic acid sold under an- 
other name, designed to cloak its dan- 
gerous character. He advises fruit- 
packers to have nothing todo with it. 
Salicylic acid may be all very well for 
an embalming fluid, but it is not good 
tor a live man to take into his stomach. 
There has been rather too much use of 
chemicals already in bleaching fruit 
for drying, and no encouragement 
should be given for putting a rank 
poison into canned goods. If these 
things are dabbled with too much Cali- 
fornia preserved fruits would have a 
reputation which it would be worth 
something to get rid of. Let the com- 
pound extract of salyx alone. 

The following eetten, on the subject 
has been received: 

Los ANGELEs, Aug. 18.—[To the i- 
tor of Tue Timgés.| The so-called ‘‘tinc- 
ture of salyx’® mentioned in a card in 
yesterday’s paper exists only in the 
imagination of the “‘Ohio Fruit Com- 
pany.” Nosuch tincture is known to 
chemistry or pharmacy, and the whole 
scheme is a very transparent one, in- 
deed. They know that such a com- 


store and that all inquiries will finally 
be directed to the firm. If one is ver- 
dant enough to doso he will probably 
receive a package of salicylic acid cost- 
ing. him much in excess of what it can 
be purchased for here. Salicylic acid 
should never be used in the household, 
while for exhibition purposes it is of 
little value.

Amusing Case of Disturbing the Peace

After three- 
fourthsofan hour Mrs. Suarez threw 
her front door open witha bang and 
proceeded to declare herself after the 
manner’ of females who become 
drunkards. 

She cussed every neighbor in sight 
and the brave officer ran her in at the 
proper time. 

During the trialthe courtroom was 
full of women. and girls and tottering 
old men, 
witnesses andall agreed that the de- 
fendant should be sent toa safe place. 

One portly old lady, with a very red 
face anda determination to tongue- 
lash every attorney in the courtroom, 
confided to the Court that she is the 
mother of twosets oftwins and inti- 
mated that any woman who can make 
such a showing should be protected re- 
gardless of expense to State or Nation. 
She stated that her peace of mind has 
been torn to shreds by defendant who 
has threatened time and again to scalp 
her first-born twins and dance a war 
dance on their bleeding forms. 

Another old lady, who owns several 
tenement houses in the vicinity, in- 
formed His Honor that the defendant 
drives the inmates of her houses away 
by her drunken doings. She is too 
much of a Christian to wish for the 
punishment of the old woman, but she 
thinks something should be done to re- 
form her.

Another Frightful Accident Caused 
by the Deadly Gasoline Stove. 


A Dwelling Destroyed and a Woman and 
Her Six-year-old Daughter Proba- 
bly Fatally Burned—Farmers’ 

Institute—City Council 


The deadly gasoline stove has again got 
in its work, and what was yesterday the 
little cottage of H.G. Wright, is today a 
heap of ashes, and his wife and only child, 
a bright little girl of six years are lying at 
death’s doorif not already dead. Wright 
lived-in a little cottage at Chino, a few 
miles southeast of Pomona, and THE 
‘TIMES reporter was at Chino at the 
time making a report ot the second 
day’s proceedings of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Farmers’ Institute. Somebody 
screamed fire and everybody rushed out 
and a trightful sight met their eyes. The 
house was a mass of flames, and Mrs. Wright 
rushed out withober clothing all ablaze. 
The husband, who happened to be outside 
the house, was Crazed and attempted tao 
turn the water on, the screaming woman 
from a hose pipe. Of course it did no good, 
and the r woman threw herself on the 

ound and rolled over and over in her 

rantic efforts to extinguish the burning 
clothes, A bystander rushed to her help 
with a blanket and threw it about the 
woman and put outthe fire. All this time 
the little six-year-old girl had been forgot- 
ten, and at that moment came rushing from 
the house in one solid sheet of flames. 

The bystanders wete horrified and stood 
dumbfounded at the terrible sight. The 
poor little child rushed frantically up 
against an adjoining building, and, as if 
realizing her condition, stopped, and her 
piteous screams  heartrending. 
Friends rushed to her rescue with the 
father of the child and finally succeeded in 
getting the fireout. The husband's hands 
and face were frightfully burned in his ef- 
forts to pull the burning clothes 
from his wife andchild.. The mother 
and daughter were «carried to an 
adjoining building and Dr. T. Hardy 
Smith of Pomona, in company with the 
reporter, went into the room where the 
doctor, assisted by Dr. Seibert of Chino, 
dressed’ the burns. The bodies were a 
mass of blistered and chared flesh, and, 
though they have every attention, Dr. 
Smith says he thinks they cannot possibly 
recover. The moans of the little child 
were enough to melt a heart of stone. 
Just how the accident happened will never 
be known, asthe woman could not tell a 
connected story, but it is thought the stove 
had leaked in some Manner, unknown to 
the woman, and when she attempted to 
light it, all was a flame in an instant. 

The husband was taken to Browne & Co.’s 
drug. store and his burns dressed. All the 
time the poor fellow was. moaning ‘‘AllI 
had in the world was in that little house.”’ 
He did not know his wife and child were so 
badly burned and did not realize how fear- 
fully true his words were. The man was 
an engineerin the sugar factory and his 
hands will be almost useiess for life. 


The Southern California Farmer’s Insti-. 
tute completed its labors yesterday at 
Chino and accomplished. a vast amount of 
good for its members and -fruit-growers 
generally. The next place of meeting will 
be in Santa Ana in November next. The 
members were yesterday shown over the 
vast flelds of sugar beets and the methods 

of planting, handling and converting into 
Aygar fully explained. They were also 

sown through the large factory where at 
present they are handling about 400 tons 
of beets daily and making about 30 tons of. 
sugar every day. The great factory is run- 
ning day and night, and has its own elec- 
tric plant, which furnishes 250 incan- 
descent and tenarc lights. The long pro- 
cess of turning the beet into sugar was 
fully explained, but nointelligent idea can 
be given in any ordinary space. The prin- 
ciple fact is that they goin beets andinan 
incredibly shorttime come out sugar. No 
refining is done at the factory this year, as 
there was last, but it is refined by Spreckels 
at San Francisco. The party was next in- 
vited to Richard Gird’s home place, where 
is one of the handsomest kept grounds in 
California. The residence and grounds are 
a beautiful picture and a feast to the.eyes. 
An elegant lawn luncheon was served, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Gird demonstrated the fact 
that they knew how to entertain to per- 
fection. After luncheon Gen. Pierce of 
Anaheim, in behalf of the institute and all 
present, thanked Mr. Gird for his hospi- 
tality and entertainment, and the members 
went to the operahouse, where the meeting 
adjourned. Los Angeles, Pasadena, Po- 
mona, Riverside and Anaheim were most 
largely represented in the meeting.

SANTA ANA, 

The examination of Francisco Torres was 
completed this morning in Justice Free- 
man’s court, and Torres is now confined in 
the County Jail to await trial in the Supe- 
rior Court on acharge of murder. A vast 
amount of testimony was taken, a great 
deal of which had little of no direct bear- 
ing on the case. The blood-clotted gar- 
ments of Torres’s victim were produced in 
court yesterday. The prisoner manifested 
no concern whatever thereat. When he 
looked at the tell-tale club and the garments 
of the deceased he simply yawned and was 
in no way affected. Torres was not put 
upon the stand. He has all along main- 
tained strict silence, saying but few words 
to even his Spanish friends. The evidence 
strongly points to his guilt, but is purely 
circumstantial, and Torres will make an 
effort to make a jury believe that his crime 
was committed in self-defense. At the 
close of the testimony yesterday Judge 
Freeman made the following order: 

It appearing to me that the offense in 
the within depvsitions mentioned (murder) 
has been committed, and there is sufficient 
cause to believe the within-named Francisco 
Torres guilty thereof, I order that he be 
held to answer to the same: and he is com- 
mitted to the Sheriff of the said county of 
Orange.

The Eastern Freight Embargo 
is Felt Here. 


Fruit Shipments for Certain Points 
Must Be Refused. 


Additional Gossip About the Pacific 
Mail Subsidy Matter. 


New Capital for the Salt Lake Road— 
Prospects of the Transcontinental 
Association—Local 
‘Notes. 


On account of the railroad strike at 
Buffalo the Southern Pacific has issued 
a circular to agents prohibiting the ac- 
ceptance of perishable freights for 


fruit trains which leave Sacramento 


concerned, because the Erie road, which 
has charge of the eastern portion of the 
trip these trains make, has made ar- 
rangements to carry them over their 
Jamestown line, which is still out of the 
strike. Should the trouble spread, 
however, it is thought this State would 
be seriously affected. 

The circular says that no live stock 
or perishable freight, including fruits 
and vegetables, will be accepted here- 
after for points on or via following 
routes: Philadelphia and Reading, 
West Shore, Nickel Plate, Lehigh Val- 
ley; New York, Lake Erie and Western, 
via Buffalo; Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
Michigan Central, Chicago and Erie; 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis. 
Also, that no freight of any kind will 
be routed via Lehigh Valley or Traders’ 
Dispatch in connection with New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railroad. 

THAT SUBSIDY QUESTION. 
In commenting on the approaching 
meeting of the Transcontinental Asso- 
ciation and the subsidy question, a San 
Francisco business man is quoted as 
saying that E. P. Vining, the chairman 
of the Transcontinental Association, is 
also the traffic manager of the Pacific 
Mail Company, so far as their Califor- 
nia business is concerned. “‘‘The steam- 
ship. company has nothing todo with. 
this fight, except tosecure a continu- 
ance of its subsidy,’’ he explained; ‘but 
the Southern Pacific is anxious to have 
the transcontinental rates reduced, so 
as to be able to compete with the new 
clipper lines. When Mr. Stubbs con- 
fronts the gentlemen representing the 
Chicago lines they will insist that the 
di.erentials or pro-rata rates from 
Chicago west and return must also be 
reduced if the New York rates are low- 
ered; and that isthe point Mr. Stubbs 
will fight, because the Southern Pacific 
desires no reduction west of Chicago.’’ 
An Eastern exchange says that the 
course of the Santa Fé in regard to 
making passenger rates will yet be the 
death of Chairman Caldwell, of the 
Western Traffic Association. 
The Callsays thatthe San Francisco 
and Great Salt Lake Railroad promoters 
are negotiating with some capitalists, 
not as yet interested in the scheme, and 
expect to induce them to make large 
‘private subscriptions. Until these ne- 
gotiations are completed.no further pub- 
licity will be made as to the plans of 
the directors. 
It is thought that the Transconti- 
nental Association foundation is notany 
more solid than that of the Western 
Traffic Association, aud when Mr. 
Stubbs of the Southern Pacific Company 
raises his voice in favorof reduced 
rates from New York to San Francisco 
he is likely to meet with a storm-of op- 
position which will wreck the whole 
concern. The chances are that when 
the clouds he ve passed by nothing but 
fragments will be left of both of these- 
associations, and Mr. Huntington will 
have to do his fighting single-handed. 


WAUBUNSEE ON THE BRAIN. 


Strange State of Facts Shown by a Man’s 
First Naturalization Papers. 
A day ortwo agoa man named Ar- 


.nold Konig presented himself before 


Judge Smith for naturalization, He 
presented his first papers, which were 
taken outin Waubunsee county, Kan., 
eight years ago. The document was 
apparently genuine, having the official 
seal upon it,.and it had evidently been 
made out by the regular official whose 
duty it was todoso. On glancing over 
the document, however,’ Judge Smith 
discovered a very peculiar state of af- 
fairs, if the sworn aflidavit was to be 
believed, Not only was Konig partially 
naturalized in Waubunsee,. but he was a 
native of that place, and owed. allegi- 
ance to the Emperor of Waubunsee. 
He emigrated from Waubunsee, and 
likewise arrived at Waubunsee in the 
United States, and particularly desired 
to renounce his allegiance to the Em- 
peror of Waubunsee. 

When Konig was acquainted with the 
contents of his paper, he was as much 
astonished as was the judge. 
native of Germany and hastened to in- 
form the judge of that fact. Explana- 
tions followed, but the judge declined 
to naturalize the applicant. 

lt was suggested that the document 
be sent back to Kansas for correction, 
but Konig declined, saving if the 
drunken clerk had no more sense than 
to make out the paper in the way he 
did, it might occur again. 

He accordingly took out first papers 
again in regular form and will wait the 
hecessary time before becoming a 
citizen.
